This book contains an account of events in Hungary beginning 
with early Hengerien histary and ending with a detailed treatment of 
tie uprising of Movenber 1996. ‘Ite primary aim, however, seens to 
be to convince Avericans that their government is engaged in evil 
eonspiracies on a world-uide scale, carried out through the Central 
Intelligence Agency and certein other instrunentalities such as the 
Camaittee for Free Europes. The Hungarian rebellion is taken to repre= 
sent 0 temporary success on the part of this conspiracy. The post- 
var Commmist goverrnent of Hungary is conceded te have contributed to 
this success by festering discontent to the advantage of the conspiratore. 

Te general line of argument is as follows. CTA 19 obviously 
more than a were coordinator of intelligence; it engages also in "illegal" 
clandestine activity abroad, (See Enclosure A, Sections I and IV.) 
The CFE<RYE apparatus is einilarly engaged, perticulerly in the field 
of propeganda.

Evidence is 
thea offered to show that the CIA-RFE apparatus was in fact exercising 
this capability before and during the Zungarian uprising. (Ses 
Emelesure A, Section YI,) The book concludes with what amognte to a 
ples to put a stop te such activities in the hope of preventing war, 
end because they can only interfere with, but not atop, the progress

the Seturday 3 Evening Post is chief among other "authorities" where it is 
assumed that because the authors claim to know a good deal about cié, 
they must have received their information direct from CIA authorities, 

in the course of nine pages (pp. 81-90) the author traces the 
development of CIA from 1916 to about 1953, with a fair degree of 


aceuracy, using such sources as the Congres Sional Record, Collier's 
Hegezine, pu the Richmond News Leader, the New York 
and the Saturday Evening Post. In the 


course of this account, he makes use of various of Senator Mansfield's 
etatements on intelligence as evidence that CIA is a dangerous force 
insufficiently controlled by Congress, He mentions the report of the 
1948 Dulles—Jackson~Correa Committee as the basis of the 1949 "CIA Act” 
Which the author considers insidious and un-American, He says that: 
“while the original purpose of the Central Intelligence Group does 
appear to have been one of coordinating existing intelligence forces, 
thie has long since ceased to characterise CLA" 3 he then refers to

related to CIA, They sre credited with having planned the Hungarian 
rebellion far in advance andwith having had everything in readiness 
for it.

Statements indicating an American intention to Liberate the 
“Lands of Socialion" from Soviet domiuetion are from such figures as 
General W. 8, Smith, Secretary of State Dulles, Caneral Yedemeyer, 
Senator: Iweyhrey, the late Senators Taft and McCarran, end residents 
Teruman and Eisenhowr. (See Enclosure 4, Section III.) 

Tm the two chapters (pp, 18-216) devoted to a Jescription of 
the Hungarian uprising itself, the author makes lees attempt than the 
previous pages would suggest, to relate specific developments in the 
vevelt te spectfic plans and activities of CIA, There alee seems to be 
less of an attempt than would be expected to explain Soviet interven~ 
tion in Hungary (although this, of course, is accepted as in accordance 
with treaty agreements and with the will of the majority of fungarians). 
CIA is acewed of cirevlating Lies and atrocity stories in order to 
meep the revolt going, of using NTE to stir up and sustain the rebellion, 
and ef eending trained agents from Europe and the United States as will 
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ss Hungurian "fascists" inte Hungary to participate in the uprising. 
In goneral, the acousations are those widely used in communist propaganda 
«t the ties of the rewlt. (See Enclosure A, Section VI.) 

Twe peints are made in the course ei the book, not always seen 
im commist propagenia on the subject of Hungary! one that Cardinal 
Mindssenty ie « "clerice~medieval" reactionary whom (IA was preparing

Merbert Aptheker was bern in Brooklyn in 1915 of Mussian-bera 
paresta. He was edacated at Columbia where be received his Ph.D, in 
19h3. By bis om testimeny in 19h9, he became a member of the Commmist 
Party of the US in about 1939. ie wae inducted inte the aray in L9h2, 
and was promoted to Captain in the Counter Intelligence Corps in 19h.
